If our plutocrats are so needy 
for millions that they are willing to bunco their companion 
investors, consider the hardships to them of a tariff which 
might prevent their invasion of a foreign market. As Mr. 
Schwab has unwillingly explained, the steel c.oiporation 
able profitably to cut English prices all to pieces. If Mr. 
Chamberlain reduces the incomes of our Schwabs, Carne- 
gies, Morgans and Rockefellers, shall these men have no 
protection, from Washington, and shall the American peo- 
ple be deprived of libraries, works of art, industrial 
schools and Baptist universities. 


"Our plan for the closed door for America and the open 


door for China and Great Britain has worked so neatly 
that the readiness of Messers. Chamberlain and Balfour 
to thwart It will stir honest indignation. If the beet sugar 
men can throw doubt on our willingness as a people to do 
bare justice to Cuba, surely the far greater commercial in- 
terests which have been able by strokes of the pen, to sep- 
arats the public from millions, will find some way of 
thwarting the plan of the British politicians. 
The names 


of captains of industry no longer work the magic Which 
once was theirs, but they probably have power enough to 
see that one of their softest "snaps" is not removed by 
England. In considering such home problems as Cuban 
reciprocity, and such foreign menaces as Chamberlain, 
let us not overlook" any danger which threatens our mil- 
lionaires."

A teacher needs a generous supply of 
tact and common sense.

Jay Skinner added to the pleasures 


of the institute by a clever recitation. 


Dr. Stubbs spoke of the necessity of 


patriotism m a child's training. 


Dr. Stubbs regrets the fading out of 


hero-worship in our young people. Ho 
would like our boys and girls to know 
that the men in high 
official places 


have fine ideas. He favors more em- 
phasis being placed upon the example 
of such lives as Lincoln's, Garfield's 
and McKlnley's that, through emula- 
tion, our schools may send forth noble, 
honest citizens ready to take up the 
reins of government. 


Pi of. "Wilson, in one of the finest 


papers presented before the institute, 
urged the pi eminence of 
science in 


school training to fit men for the work 
of the world. 
A man is not asked, 


"Where were you trained'" "What do 
you know?" but, "What can you do9" 


Prof. Wilson likened life to a great 


game infinitely more 
intricate 
than 


chess. 
The chess board is the world, 


the pieces are the experiences of life, 
the rules of the game are the la^ s of 
nature, so called. 


Teach chemistry, mechanics, electric- 


ity, 
mining and agriculture in prefer- 


ence to languages long since'dead. It 
is of more importance that a modern 
boy should know how long it would 
take to make a tunnel under the Alps 
than that he shoxild know how long it 
took Hannibal, to make a road over the 
Alps. 


The life history or alfalfa, Its assi- 


milation of the free nitrogen of the 
air, made possible by thousands of busy 
little workers called bacteria which live 
in mutual relation to its roots makes a 
Jar more romantic story than any fairy 
tale of yore. 


The wide awake 
American youth 


can master the principles of electricity, 
steam and heat, machine designing and 
the various forms of engineering in less 
time than it takes to commit a Latin 
grammar, and they are a 
hundred 


times more likely to be of service to 
him. 


The business of the Nevada State 


Teachers' Association was then taken 
up and the following officers elected: 
H. H. Howe, president; Miss Schadler, 
first vice-president; Miss 
Torreyson, 


second vice-president; Miss Woodbury, 
secretaiy, and Miss Iza Wright, corre- 
sponding secretary.

"Reading" 


(Paper read by Mrs. Booth) 


Complaints are abroad in the land 


that children are not taught to read 
nowadays. 


Parents and friends avow that young 


people cannot read aloud with suffi- 
cient ease and clearness, to give any 
pleasure to either themselves or to 
their listeners. 


These complaints are not without 


justification, it seems to me. 


Time was when the ability to read 


aloud was dwelt upon, as one of the 
necessary accomplishments of school 
life; it seemed to travel side by side 
with the rule of three and one or two 
other old-fashioned necessities 
that 


are so good they will never wear out. 
But somewhere along the line of march, 
the art of reading got lost, strayed or 
stolen. 


Maybe it was crowded out of 
it.i 


rightful place by the multiplicity of 
subjects that crept into the course of 
work to be done in school. 


I acknowledge that 
in 
my usual 


school program there are but twenty 
or thirty minutes allowed me daily in 
which to hear thirty pupils read, two- 
thirds of a minute apiece, each day_, 3 
1-3 minutes a week, or 13 1-3 minutes 
a month. 
It doesn't sound like much 


reading, does It? Still we manage ,tq 
work up quite a little enthusiasm up- 
on the subject of good reading. 
And 


we hope to do more after this institute 
is over 
I want to say how glad I am 


that the two old-fashioned subjects _of 
reading and arithmetic are the guests 
of honor (you might say) at this in- 
stitute. 


To be able to read smoothly, and to 


call all the words correctly, the while 
one is, at the same time bringing out 
the sense of the article, is well worth 
the student's time and effort. 


I hope that our schools may experi- 


ence what on the Comstock is called "\ 
boom" in reading after hearing all the 
good things this institute has to offer 
on the subject. 


An eastern superintendent says, "The 


aims and purposes of teaching reading, 
are, first to secure mastery of words; 
second, to gain the power of extracting 
thotight from the printed page; third, 
to develop power of expressing 
that 


thought so as to awaken the interest 
and sympathy of those who listen, and 
fourth, to assist In the formation of 
the reading habit." 


Now, 
as to the mastery of words, 


shouldn't that be gained before the 
child reaches the Sth grade? 


A sixteen year old boy was struggling 


with the word "sacred" in my room the 
other day. He called it "secret," then 
he made another pass at it, and said 
"sacre" and finally ended 
up with 


"scared," which was undoubtedly the 
word that expressed the state of his 
feelings, poor boy! 


Nobody but a higher grade teacher 


can quite appreciate, I think, the bur- 
den of trying to make finished and ele- 
gant readers out of boys and girls who 
see only the first part of a word and 
take the rest for granted. They come 
out boldly on the first syllables and 
mumble the rest—unexpress 
for 


inexpressibly, geiticu 
for gesticula- 


tion, complimen 
for 
complimen- 


tary. 


One teacher expressed 
it 
forcibly 


when she cried despairingly, "There! 
you have bitten off all the final syl- 
lables and swallowed them. 
Surely 


they will choke you." 


Oh, teachers, how can you get at 


the niceties of expression, the intrica- 
cies of modulation, and all the other 
fine points of good reading, when you" 
must use up your time and patience 
teaching words, words, words? 


Without having a disposition to criti- 


cise those teaching the lower grades, 
have we not a right to ask that the 
mechanics of reading be done before 
children reach their teens? 


The simple matter of letting 
the 


voice fall at a, period and of keeping it 
up at commas is often left unsettled for 
us to wrestle with. 


I know a gifted lady who claims that 


it is far more elegant to lift the voice 
at some of the periods. 'Tt relieves the 
monotony," says she. 


For my part, I rather like the monot- 


ony, of having my pupils signify that 
they have reached the end of the sen- 
tence, by what used to be known as 


Now, as to extracting thought from 


the printed page,, you can't draw water 
from an empty cistern. Pupils must 
get the idea into their heads before 
you can draw It out. They must read, 
mark, learn and inwardly digest the 
idea, on the inwardly digest hangs all 
the law and 
the 
propets (profits.) 


When a pupil once understands he has 
no trouble in bringing out the mean- 
ing. Halting stumbling reading shows 
little understanding. 
After pupils read 


intelligently, gradually they assimilate 
the ideas, and the next step is to see 
how much of the author's style of ex- 
pression is theirs, for their own per- 
sonal use thereafter. This can be done 
by reproductions. "There is nothing 
new under the sun." We borrow ev- 
erything we have in life, most particul- 
arly do we borrow habits of speech, 
gathering here a little, and there a lit- 
tle until we have our own style, differ- 
ing from all other styles and still not 
original with us. 


Think of the untold value of garner- 


ing 
beautiful 
thoughts, clothed 
in 


beautiful language, and then reflected 
upon the satisfaction of 
having the 


goodly company always at your com- 
mand. 


It is worth while, teachers, keep on 


struggling under disappointing condi- 
tions, with unsatisfactory text books 
with all your trials and vexations, lack 
of time, or whatever it may be that 
annoys you most and makes you often- 
est despair. But remember the burden 
should rest mainly with the children; 
it is your duty to fix it there. 


A reading lesson should 
be given 


much as a music lesson is given, all 
the difficult points explained, enough 
help given to enable the children to 
help themselves, and then the practice 
left to the children. 


No music teacher ever dreams of 


holding herself responsible for the daily 
practicing. 
When 
once 
you have 


worked up interest and enthusiasm on 
the subject of reading, the rest is plain 
sailing and a great pleasure.

Fltz took, a couple of left jabs to the 
face in order to get in a right, but he 
was short. Fltz cleverly evaded several 
rights and lefts for body and they mix- 
ed it in a corner. 
Fighting tamely, 


both exchanged straight lefts to face 
and Gardner drove a straight right to 
the body. The crowd hissed the tame- 
ness of the fighting. Gardner got In 
a straight left to stomach. 
Fitz cut 


Gardner's eye open with a right to 
face. 


Round 7—Fitz rushed in and swung 


hard with left and right to head. They 
fought fiercely in a mixup and Fitz 
"was hissed for holding on. 
Gardner 


missed a hard right swing for jaw. 
Fitz swung left hard to jaw and Gard- 
ner countered with right to jaw and 
left to body. 
Gardner missed Bright 


uppercul. for jaw and chased Fitz to a 
corner without landing a blow. Fitz 
then missed a left swing for jaw. Both 
men looked very tired at this stage. 
They got to close quarters and both 
tried lefts and rights for body, but 
the 
efforts 
were 
futile. 
The gong 


found them both fighting tamely. The 
crowd hissed them again. 


Round 8—Both were short with lefts 


for the face. 
Fitz feinted with right 


and put a good left to the face. The 
Australian put a hard left to the face. 
Gardner finally planted left and right 
to stomach, and left hook 
to 
face 


Gardner blocked a vicious left for jaw 
and sent a straight left lightly to face. 
Fltz missed a hard hook for body. 
Gardner then clinched and blocked 
a 


right and left uppercut for the jaw. 
Fltz improved again in this round and 
had the advantage. 


Round 9—The Cornlshman 
backed 


away, allowing Gardner to do 
the 


leading. 
Gardner was short with left 


for head and missed right swing for 
body. 
Fitz then met him with a left 


hook to jaw and danced away as the

ring. Fitz missed a hard left swing for 
body. 
Gardner continued

smiled. 


Round' 10—Fitz missed a fierce right 


hook for theh ead and Gardner was 
wild with a right swing. Fitz backed 
away and contented 
himself 
with 


blocking Gardner's lefts. • Fitz jolted 
Gardner with a left to jaw, but Gard- 
ner retaliated with a hard right to jaw, 
Fttz hooked his left to face and they 
came together. Fitz broke it up with 
a left hook hard to the stomach and 
Gardner 
jabbed Fitz' mouth 
three 


times with left, bringing blood. Fits 
crossed with left to face. Gardner kept 
jabbing with left to mouth and tantal- 
ized the Australian. 
Fitz, however, 


took the blows with a view to getting 
In a good punch. They came together 
with considerable force at the close' of 
the round and Gardner slipped to his 
haunches. 
He was up quickly and 


went ato nee to his corner. 


Round 11—Fitz caught Gardner with 


right to stomach and then hooked him 
with a left to the wind. Fitz fought 
hard, but Gardner blocked him. Gard- 
ner's punches seemed to lack force. 
Gardner swung his left to body anfl 
backed away from two lefts for face. 
Fitz jolted Gardner with a straight 
left to stomach and Fitz cleverly block- 
ed Gardner's attempts. Fitz took most 
of the light blows, but 
blocked the 


harder ones. Gardner sent a straight 
right to face, but Fitz sailed in with 
a left swing to jaw, staggering Gard- 
ner. 
The gong rang at this stage. 


Round 12—Fitz as usual sailed away. 


They came together In a mixup, but no 
damage was done. 
Gardner jabbed a 


left into Fitz' face and closed in as 
the latter tried a straight left for jaw. 
Thep ace again slowed up and the 
crowd yelled at the contestants. 
Fitz 


shifted and brought a hard left swing 
to jaw. He tried to follow with a right 
but missed his mark. Fitz then swung 
clear around from a missed right up- 
percut. 
Gardner landed a few light 


blows on Fltz but Fitz took them, at 
the some time trying to bring his right 
to play. 
Gardner's blows were very 


light and lacked speed. 


Round 13—Fitz missed a left swing 


for jaw and received a straight left on 
the mouth. 
Gardner then poked Fltz 


in the stomach with a straight left and 
chased Fitz into a corner. They danced 
around the ring for fully a minute 
without a blow being landed. 
Gard- 


ner kept pegging away at Fitz but the 
latter 
easily 
ducked. 
Finally Fitz 


brought his right to the 'body and to 
the nose. Gardner sent in two straight 
lefts to face and a light left to body, 
but there was little force to them. Just 
as the round closed Fltz swung a hard 
right to jaw, sending' Gardner to the 
floor. He was up -within two seconds 
and showed no effects of the blow 
as he took his chair. 


Round, 14—Gardner -was short '-with 


man to the floor for five seconds. Fitz 
then missed a fearful right swing for 
the jaw and chased Gardner agains 
the ropes, trying to put in a vital blow 
but 
his efforts were wild. 
Gardner 


looked groggy. Gardner looked grog- 
looked groggy and stalled repeatedly. 
The blood was streaming from his nosa 
and as they-went to a clinch the crowd 
hissed Gardner for hitting in the clinch 
Fitz swinging his right to jaw as they 
broke away and sent Gardner against 
the ropes.

The plans that are being: prepared by 


Architect Curtis for the new theatre 
building which is now in course of 
construction 
on Virginia, street are 


now fully completed and blue prints 
for the use of the contractors will be 
Issued in a few days. 


The building will be 50x120 and the 


front elevation will be 42 feet. 
It is 


expected to .make the front have an 
imposing appearance, being decorated 
v,;lth cement stucco work and galvan- 
ized iron. 
The main entrance will 


consist of an 18x20 lobby, with two 
stores, one each side, 20x30 feet. 
In 


the center and at the rear of the lobby 
there will be. placed a highly orna- 
mented box office. The entrance to the 
auditorium will be gained by two short 
flights of stairs 4 feet in height and 
6 feet wide, situated on each side of the 
box office. 


Stairs to the gallery are to be lo- 


cated to the right and left of the main 
entrance, making it possible, in the 
opinion of the contractor, to clear the 
house in less than five minutes should 
the occasion require. 
Owing to the 


truss frame roof of the building there 
will be no supports necessary for the 
gallery, making it so that there will 
be nothing to obstruct the view from 
any seat. 
, 


The auditorium will have a gradual 


slope of 4 feet to the base of the stage, 
giving a clear vision line from every 
seat in the house. 


There will be twenty-one rows of 


seats on the uaciitorium floor, making 
540 seats on that floor, which, with 400 
in the gallery, will give the house a 
seating capacity of 940. The seats will 
be the latest opera chairs and have 
already been ordered from New York 
C'ity 


The stage has a 4-1'oot- rise from the 


floor line and is 50 feet wide by 18 feet 
deep. 
The proscenium arch is 25 feet 


wide and 17 feet high. The. stage has 
no celling, giving stage room above for 
flies to the height of 40 feet. 


Dressing rooms will be provided for 


on each side of the stage and also 
under the stage. 


"Special attention will be given to the 


acoustic arrangements of the house 
and to this end there will be no sharp 
corners in the auditorium, they all 
being rounded and curved. 


As a matter of fire protection there 


will be two large hydrants placed in 
the house, one on the stage and the 
other .conveniently located in the au- 
ditorium. 


The building will be heated by a 


steam system which provides for a 


. fresh air supply brought into the au- 
ditorium by three court adits run- 
ning the full length of the building. 
A large 
6-foot 
ventilator will 
be 


placed in the dome to carry off the im- 
pure air. 


When 'completed the building- will 


not only be the most convenient theater 
in the state but an ornament to this 
city.
